2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 



None of the documents cited in the International Search Report discloses all the features of the invention defined 
by claims 1-17 and 19-23 as amended. Therefore the subject matter of these claims is new and meets the 
requirements of Article 33(2) PCX v^ith regard to novelty. 

The claimed invention is not obvious in the light of any of the cited documents nor is it disclosed in any obvious 
combination of them. It is also considered that it v^ould not be obvious to a person skilled in the art in the light of 
common general knowledge either by itself or in combination with any of these documents. Therefore the subject 
matter of claims 1-17 and 19-23 meets the requirements of Article 33(3) PCT with regard to inventive step. 
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Claims 
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What is claimed is: 

1 . A method for assembling two or more skins of a mefal structure, the method 

comprising: 

temporarily fastening a first skin with at least one profiled edge to a work surfece; 

overlaying a second skin with at least one profiled edge by moving a the second skin 
with at least one profiled edge to engage the at least one profile edge with the at least one 
profiled edge of the first skin, thereby the engaged profiled edges forming at least one channel; 
and 

applying at least one locking means into the at least one channel; and 
finishing the metal smicture. 

2. The method of Claim 1, wherein the metal structure is a door. 

3. The mefliod of Claim 1 , wherein the metal structure is a panel. 

4. The method of Claim 1, wherein the step of moving comprises sliding tfie second skin 
over the first skin firom one end of the first skin. 

5. The method of Claim 1, wherein the step of moving comprises placing the second skin 
over the first skin, 

6. The metfiod according to Claim 1, wherein the channel distorted by the applying of the 
locking means. 

7. The method according to Claim 1, wherein &e channel not distorted by the applying 
of the locking means. 
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8. The mettiod according to Claim 1 , wherein the at least one profiled edge of tfie first 
skin and the at least one profiled edge of the second skin comprise engagement members; the 
engagement members of the first skin further complementaiy to the engagement members of 
the second skin. 

9. The method of Claim 8, wherein the complementary engagement members are only 
brought into engagement by the applying of the locking means. 

10. The method of Claim 1, wherein the application of the locking means is reversible, 

1 L The method of Claim 1, wherein the application of the locking means is not reversible. 

1 2, The method of Claim 1 , wherem in the application of the locking means causes the 
skins to be locked together. 

13, The method of Claim 1, wherein the step of the finishing of the metal structure further 
comprises: 

welding the skins; 
applyii^ fasteners; 
installing ironmongery; 
capping any exposed ends; and 
painting the structure, 

14, A metal structure comprising: 

a first skin with at least one profiled edge substantially fonning one side of the 
structure; 

at least one more skin wi& at least one profiled edge substantially forming the other 
side of the structure; and 

a locking means for engaging the skins together; 
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wherem the at least one profiled edge of the first skin and the at Iea$t one profiled edge 

of the second skin form at least one channel, and a tight fit between the skins is obtained only 

after the a locking means is applied to the at least one channel. . 

15. A metal structure according to Claim 14, ^\^erein the structure is a door. 

16. A metal structure according to Claim 14, wherein the sliuctuie is a panel. 

1 7. A metal structure accordmg to Claim 14, wherein the at least one profiled edge of the 
first skin and tiie at least one profiled edge of &e at least one more skin ctanpiise engagement 
members; the engagement memb«B of the first skin fiirflxer complementary to the engagement 
membars of the at least one more skin. 

18. Cancelled. 

19. A metal structure according to Claim 14, wherein the locking means is a locking bar. 

20. A metal structure according to Claim 14, wherein Ae locking means is a wedge. 

21. A metal structure accordmg to Claim 14, wherein ttie metal structure fiirther 
comprises: 

welding; 

additional ^teners; 
ironmongery; 
end caps; and 
paint. 

22. A metal structure according to Claim 1 5, wherein the at least one profiled edge 
formii^ the one Side of the first door is tihe shorter side (rail) of the door. 
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23 , A metal structure according to Claim 15, wherein the at least one profiled e<^e 
forming the one side of the first door is the longer side (stile) of the door. 
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
